Ten states this year have passed laws i el 
ing accident compensation for injured employes, | 
and six states, for the first time in America, now 
require the reporting of cases of “oocupational 
diseases and industrial potsoning.” 

In--the laws providing for compensation tor 
injury. or death, the employer bears the ¢ost it 
nine of the ten states; California, Illinois, Kan- 
sas, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Wisconsin, 
Nevada, ‘Messachueetts-and- Washington. In Ohio 


the employe contributes 10‘per cent to an insur- 


ance, fund for this purpose. 

New commissions to study the subject of com- 
pensation for accidents have been created this 
year in nine states, making a total of 21 states 
which have such- commissions. * Many states are 
making recovery of damages by workmen easier 
by putting it out of their power to sign away 
their rights. 

Several states have passed laws to prevent 
loss of life by fires in factories. Pennsylvania 
provides for compulsory fire drill in all estab- 
lishments where women or girls are employed; 

_ Several states have established mining boards 
and revised their mining laws for the better 
protection of miners. 

Fifteen states have passed new laws for the 
better protection of railroad employes. 

No previous year has seen so many new laws 

regulating child labor. Hours of laber for chil- 
dren have been shortened in 10 states. The eight- 
hour law for children under 16 has been passed 
in Colorado, Missouri and Wisconsin. Childten 
under 16 have béen excluded from all night work, 
for the first time, in six states, 
- After a long-fought battle, Massachusetts and 
Wisconsin have made: their eight-hour laws on 
public werks effective. Connecticut has passed 
a “one day rest in seven” law. The eight-hour 
laws in several mining statés have been strength- 
ened, and the hours of work for railroad em- 
ployes are regulated in four more states. _ 

New York has established the first American 
industrial farm colony for the unemployed. [- 
I:nois has authorized the appointment of a wom- 
an investigator of domestic employment agencies:

THE DICTOGRAPH AS EVIDENCE. 

It wag doubtless afier an exhaustive search of 
the authoritiés that Judge Van Fleet of Val- 
paraiso, Ind., excluded the dictograph as evidence 
in a bribery case. No mention of the dictograph 
is found in’ Justinian, or Coke on Littleton, or 
Glaekstone or Kent or in the opinions of any 
supreme court. - Besides it is an uncanny ma 
chine and makes its records with meéhanical| 
precision instead of making proper allowances 
for the human fallibility the law nee been ¢con- 
sidering for some centuries. 

However, the dictograph need not despair. 
The law will ponder it well as it pondered 
stenographic notes well before accepting them as 
a substitute for long hand; as it pondered the 
typewriter and’ the telephone and the disbelief 
in witchcraft and the efficacy of: trial by battel| 
and other unholy innovations designed to upset 
the sanctity of tradition. It isn’t as important 
that the law has frowned on the dictograph as 
that the dictograph has come in- contact with the 
law. The law will catch up with it eventually 
and may even come to admire its impartiality 
and accuracy. , 

The Armour company is the latest large cor- 
poration to adopt an old-age pension plan for 
employes. Such plans, in which employer and 
employe unite to make provision for superannuated 
workers, put a premium on efficiency and fidelity 
and avoid the pauperizine influence of such Gov- 
ernment old-age systems as that of England. 
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ASSAILING THE POSTAL SANK SYSTEM. 

The sale of United States postal bonds at 921% 
on the New York market is significant. It does 
not mean that the credit of the United States is 
less in porta! jonds than in any other bonds. It 
means Ofgiiized hostility asserted through the 
market to the postal plan or any other plan 
through which small depositors can get Govern- 
ment Donds in exchange for their deposits at will, 
instead of accepting the terms of the market, con- 
trolled by magnates who are determined to control 
all issues of United States securities if they can. 

Unless Congress acts for the protection of the 
postal bondholder he will be helpless against the 
magnates of the market. The market, however, 
will be helpless against a postal bond, running for 
20 yeare, but subject to redeposit as cash and con- 
vertible into cash annually at the holder’s option. 
When the credit of the Government is assailed in 
attacking the postal bank system at its weakest 
point, the Government is bound to fortify the

BERLIN, Nov. 11.--According to the Berlin society papers Crown Prince William is re- 
venging himself for banishment to Danzig by abstaining from anything except the most meagre 
entertaining and by spending as much time as. possibleshunting in the country. And this 
seems to find corroboration in the scenes caused Thursday in the Reichstag by the Crown Prince 
when he insulted the Chancellor by a demonstration in disapproval of the Morocco settlement. 
At a dinner given recently for the officers of the “Deathshead Hussars,” the Crown Prince—who 
is noted for his exquisite dinners—had the commonest German dishes served, including a kind of 
mutton hash calléd “hausmannskost” (which the Emperor makes a great show of eating during 
army. maneuvers, as it can be cooked in field kitchens) a thick pea soup and Dutch cheese. 
explained to the officers that the Emperor had instructed him Bs live like gn officer who had

But after many postponements and at the very 
moment when it seemed the suit would be tried, 
M, Duvien, husband of “the Baroness, has obtained 
an injunction tying up all her. property. This 
move is not made in opposition to the Princess 
Louise’s..suit; it is Duvien’s method of putting 
the thumbscrews on his wife and places him in a 
position to exact a Sennen, sum from her to re- 
lease her property. 

The Baroness is trying to wut a divorce from 
Duvien, but‘a divorce suit is a slow affair, and 
its delays afford either party to it opportunities 
to annoy the other. 

Duvien was the “brother,” so-called, of Baron- 
éss Vaughn, who lived in her house next to the 
King’s palace at Laeken during Leopoldg life- 
time. ._Most people thought Duvien had married 
the Baroness before the King took her. Leopold 
gave a title to Duvien, which he was wise enough 
to drop, for no one recognized it. 

Where he lived in Brussels he was simply de- 
tested because of his vulgar, overbearing ways.

Plans have been completed for the 
North St. Louis Masonic Temple, to 
be known as Mount. Moriah Temple, 
and to be built at the southwest cor- 
ner of Garrison avenue and Natural 
Bridge road.

—=4 | option community. 
| Despite the efforts of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League to suppress the manufac- 
tory, the Federal laws stood in the 
way. 
sending whisky into Oregon County 
in demijohns, jugs and flasks. The. 
league was “stumped.” If the still 
were destroyed, the worst of the 
temperance advocates’ troubles would 
be over, but to destroy it was a prob- 
lem. 

Price Not High. 

Then Shupp thought of a possible 
way out of the difficulty. Going to 
the owner ofthe still and asking the 
price at which he would sell it, he 
was given a glad surprise when the 
owner, explaining that the still had 
not been bringing in a satisfactory 
profit, offered to part with it for $100 
cash.

Play ‘Was Drawn From Life 
Story of Moscow. Official 
Who Confessed tq Writer.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—‘"Le Gadavre Vivint”’ 
(the Living Corpse), the drama of the 
dead Tolstoy, which is arousing all Rus- 
sia, is, for far different reasons, ‘the 
current excitement of the French capi- 
tal. 

Produced at two theaters in Mogcow 
and the Impertal Theater in St. Peters- 


burg simultaneously, it was received 
‘with such a furore that Vienna prompt- 
ly followed suit.. Thus far, however, 
the French theatrical world has refus »1 
to handle the grim study of love and 
marriage which, in the words of one dli- 
rector, offers so little of the atmosphere 
familiar .in French life. In spite of 
such a typically Parisian hesitation the 
demand for the piecée has been so. great 
that the French translation of M. Min- 
sky, a Russian writer of renown,’ has 
been put on the market and is selling 
by the thousand. 

Side by side with “The Kreutzer So- 
nata,’’ this later work of the great 
Russian indicates a modification of his 
views on sex pathology, while it shows 
an increased contempt for the insinceri- 
ties of convention. The entire sympathy 
of his gruesome tragedy is thrown with 
the derelict, at once the, cause and the 
victim of the catastrophe. /It is cs if the 
cry of the human has been heard above 
the sterner ideals of the rugged re- 
former. .As is usual, Tolstoy supplies no 
relief to the darkness of his picture and 
the study of love as intensified egotism 


‘Pretended Suicide. | 
“Le Cadavre Vivant’ is Fedor |Pro- 
tassof, known as Fedia, who, in order to 


-tafford his wife liberty to marry the man 


she has upconscieusly loved while main- 
taining her conjugal faith to-her un- 
faithful husband, affects to commit sui- 
cide. Months afterwara, penniless ‘ang 
besotted, Fedia confides to a companion 
in-a low resort the story -of his sup- 


Having first contemplated the reality, h- 
lacked the courage at the crucial Lmo- 
ment and had simply died to his old 
world. 

Fedia is overheard by an outcast, who 
urges him as the living corpse to levy 
lackmalil gn those whose interest it is 
to keep him dead. Revelation might 
mean Siberia if collusion were suspect- 
ed. Fedia refuses and the ruffian sum- 
mons the police. The poor drunkard is 
thrown into jaik his secret dragged 
from him, and in the Judge's chambers 
he meets his wife, Lisa, and Kareaine, 
the man she has married. 


The interrogatory had apparently cen- 
demned both until the wretched Fedia’s 
avowal clears Karenine in the eyes of 
the law. When he learns that the mini- 
mum sentence of the court must be the 
dissolution of .Lisa’s second marriage 
Fedia contrives to secure a pistol 
through one of his old associates and 
kills himself at the feet of the woman 
he has injured.

in the usual way. 

Mrs. Schumacher’s fondness for dogs 
developed after her husband, a former 
West Point man and a former army 
officer, died with his pet poodle clasped 
‘In his arms, bidding her to take tender 
care of.it. She carried out her hus- 
band’s dying wish, and has since never 
been without a canine pet. The: Irish 
terrier, Nippo, she picked up in Cen- 
tral Park, New York, a year ago while 
it was being tormented by boys. 

Cared for It Like Child. 

She had cared for Nippo as for a 
child. He has/ traveled with her, and 
in Europe last’ season she paid a guest's 
price over her own bill to obtain for 
her dog a room and such comforts as 
a human being would have. 

On. the return trip across the Atlantic 
Nippo caught what she believed’ was a 
bad cold. She had him treated by the 
best veterinary, but his condition be- 
came steadily worse. Invited to visit 
some. friends iff Houston, Tex., she 
came through St. Louis. 
mained two weeks, trying to have Nippo 
cured. She took him to Dr. F. W. 
Schaffer, who has an animal hospital 
at 4539 Delmar boulevard. The doctor 
told her the dog ‘had chorea, a disease 


similar to the St. Vitus dance, und that} 


it was impossible to cure it, 

Mrs. Schumacher was going to visit 
Mrs. Payton Carr at Glencoe, Mo., when 
Nippo became so ill that she,took him 
to Dr. Schaffer: and dsked that he be 
put out of misery. 

While Mrs. Schumacher was holding 
Nippo preparatory to having him killed, 
and while the doctor was making prep- 
arations..to chloroform him, she said, 
‘See how he {fs looking at me; he knows 
what you are going to do.

Peper had been. declared insane, which 
is one of the two. wills offered for pro- 
bate Friday, says that although legally 
adjudged of unsound mind, Peper was 
in fact sane when the will was made. 

In proof of this he will point to the 
fact that Peper did his own market- 
ing. 

The shrewdness with which Peper 
bargained for porterhouse steaks, let- 
tuce, spinach, potatoes and like com- 
modities will be the main prop on 
which the adherents of the second 
will expect to base their contention 
that he signed the will in a lucid in- 
terval. 


Rational at Times. 


“Peper was not sent to the asylum } 


until several months after he was de- 
clared insane,”. said Becker. “He 
was permitted to go about the city 
at will, and there would be compara- 
tively long periods when he would be 
perfectly rational. It was in one of 
those periods that he made his will 
last April. 

“He frequently visited my office 
and told me that he was dissatisfied 
with the will which had been drawn 
up in November. He said he did not 
like the idea of leaving the estate in 
trust for his wife, whom he always 
called Sis. 

“‘T want Sis to have more than a 
life interest in that property,’ he used 
to say. He also told me that if they 
had a child he wanted it to get half 
of the estate. 

“When the will was signed Peper 
observed all of the legal formalities. 
He invited each of the witnesses to 
sign the document, and after he him- 
self had signed it he seemed more 
contented than he had been for

Lewis framed qnestions, based upon 
statements ‘made in the pamphiet, that 
his revenues were $50,000 a year from 
subscriptions to the Woman's Magazine 
and $15,000 a year from subscriptions to 
the Farm Journal, to make Fulton make 
calculations as to the circulation of the 
magazines.. It had been stated in the 
circular that the yeafly revenue from 
each subscriber was 3.3 cents, and Lewis 
sought to show by these figures that 
his circulation was just what he claimed 
—1,500,000 for the magazine and 450,000 
for the Farm Journal. 

Fulton answered that his investigation 
did not show that the publications had 
any such bona fide subscription lists, 
and that he felt justified in holding up 
the 300,000. copies of the Farm Journal 
to investigate the publisher’s right to 
gend them out under the second-class 
privilege. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Britt, who is representing the Postoffice 
Department at the hearing. challenged 
a statement of Lewis with respect to 
the manner of determining whether a 
subscriber intended to renew his sub- 
scription. In connection with the chal- 
tenge, Britt made a brief statement of 
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limitations were bixea at 10 per cent. of 
the paid-up subscriptions. At the time 
the Lewis troubles developed, no regu- 
lations had heen made as to hoW long 
papers or magazines could be sent to 
persons whose subscriptions had ex- 
pired, but the publisher was allowed to 
send out one sample copy for each cor- 
responding paid-up subscription.~ 

Britt also interposed an objection 
to a statement, which he said had 
been repeatedly injected into the rec- 
ord, that the Postofficé Department 
was lax in the enforcement of the 
law against publishers abusing the 
mailing privilege.

41910) election, according to a plan 


‘formed by Gov. Hadley and Circuit 


‘Attorney Jones. <A letter from Jones 
reached the Governor yesterday say- 
ing that he would ask the Circuit 
Court to give specia) instructions to 
that end, 

This letter was in response, to one 
from Gov. Hadley to Jones, in which 
he set forth that Democratic politi- 
clans had repeatedly .made charges 
of fraud, and that, although there 


fhad been practically no verification of 


them, he thought it advisable to give 
an opportunity. to those. spreading 
the reports to tell them to a grand 
jury. He therefore suggested that a 
special grand jury be called,. or that 
a grand jury be specially charged to 
investigate the rumors and set the 
matter to rest once for alL 


Would Offer Reward, 

If this were done, Goy. Hadley satd, 
he would offer a $300 reward for in- 
formation which would: to the 
arrest and conviction 0: “An ny person. 
guilty of fraud, 

In the letter, which covers four 
typewritten pages, Gov. Hadley re- 
cites the history of the contests in- 
stituted by two defeated Democratic 
candidates for judges of the Supreme 
Court and by the Democratic candi- 
dates for Superintendent of Public 
Schools and Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioner. These a®e still pend- 
ing, awaiting a decision by the Su- 
preme Court as to certain rulings be- 
fore the special commissioner hearing 
them. 

Gov. Hadley says that he has talked 
with many persons, including the 
best-informed newspaper reporters in 
St. Louis, business men and clergy- 
men and lawyers, and that all told 
him than the 1910 election was the 
“fairest and most orderly held in 
many years in St. Louis.” 

Story Sent Broadcast. 

The letter continues: 

The onjy testimony offered in sup- 
port of the charge of the coloniza- 
tion of negro voters was that as 
many as 60 negroes had registered 
and voted from 10 different rooming 
houses, and 19 voters were found 
who stated that it was their recol- 
lection that they had voted for one 
of the Democratic candidates for 
Judge of the Supreme Court, when, 
presumably, their ballots showed that 
they ‘had failed to vote for such can- 
didate. 

So far as I have been able to learn, 
this constitutes the only evidence of 
actual fraud in this election. But 
notwithstanding this fact, these 
charges of fraud are now being fre- 
quently reiterated by prominent poll- 
ticlans and are being circulated 
broadcast throughout the State by 
Democratic newspapers. 

Ola Report Mentioned. 

In his reply, Jones wrote that the 
grand jury in session at the time of the 
election investigated the charges of 
fraud, and returned % indictments, 20 
for illegal registration, four for fraudu-

Chicago Bankers Try to Analyze 


the Proposition and Put

CHICAGO, Nov. 1L.—Nelson W.  Al- 
drich, chairman of the National Mone- 
tary Commission; defended his plan for 
a national currency reform tonight ‘and 
vanswered numerous criticisms of the 


Western Economic Society. 

Chief among the criticism suggested 
by bankers and political economists had 
been: 


Danger of tnrestrained inflation 

of credit; danger of control of the 
National Reserve Association pass- 
ing to the hands of banks and need 
of specified gold reserve, } 
The objections of BE. D. Hulbert, a 
Chicago banker, and former Gov. Jo- 
seph W’. Folk of Missouri received the 
chief attention of the chairman of the 
commission. 

Responsibility With Rankers. 
Into the hands of the bankers of the 
country Aldrich placed most of the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that no undue in- 
flation might result from the passage 
of the bill. 

“In the last analysis,” he said, “the 
character of the National Reserve As- 
sociation is the surest limitation on the 
expansion of credit. You can't pass 
legislation which will give managers 
of institutions honesty and fidelity. 
“Bvery bank in the United States de- 
pends upon the honesty and wisdom of 
its managers. Have you so little confi- 
gence in your associates as to think 
they are going to permit the country to 
be ruined by inflation? 4 
He Wants Expansion. 

“The purpose of the plan is to per- 
mit some expansion, You can’t cure a 
condition like that of 1907 without ex- 
pansion and extension of note issues. 
‘The limitations put on rediscounting 
ty the plan, however, will serve to pre- 
vent dangerous expansion.” 
Answering the claim that the Gov- 
ernment should have greater control of 
the association, former Senator Aldrich 
said: “The bankers are’ the sole stock- 
holders. They are the owners. Its 
‘functions are to preserve their own for- 
tunes and the resources of their con- 
stituent banks. 
“Do you think the men appointed by 
the President covld manage the great 
financial institutions of the country 
better than the men who have spent 
their lives trying to find out how banks 
should be managed? 
“I do not.”

It is said that Anna Wilson never gave 
shelter to a young girl, never encour- 
aged the attendance of*a youth, and 
often advised girls to return to a better 
life. On the other hand, men and wom- 
en known to the ways of vice found a 
ready welcome. 

When Allen died hia only estate was 
a $10,000 life insurance policy, made tn 
favor of Miss Wilson. Immediately she 
notified Allen’s brothers, somewhere in 
the East, that she regarded the gift as 
only for life and that at her death the 
money would be handed over to thcm. 
Some years ago one of the brothers 
asked Miss Wilson for a portion of this 
money and was given $1000. In her will 
$9000 is left to Dan Allen’s’ brothers. 

Fortune in Art and Books. 

Six years ago Miss Wilson leased her 
house, purchased a $15,000 residence’ in 
Kountze place, an exclusive residential 


j district, and went to live in her new 


home. With her, she brought one of the 
best Shakspearian libraries in the West. 
Among her books is an illustrated Bible 
which cost many thousands of dollars 
and which Miss Wilson is said to have 
been fond of reading and studying. Her 
library ran into thousands of volumes 
and pictures and works of art fairly 
filled her home. Her flower garden was 
the wondér of the section of the town in 
which she lived.

the arrest to Smith he went: into Chief 
Young’s office, according to Young's | 
testimony, and exclaimed: ‘‘That Sam | 
Mintz has double-crossed me. | 
ployed him to help run down. these 
theives, and now we caught him just 
about to ship the goods away.”’ 

Further investigation revealed a dray- 
age tag, which showed that Leineman, 
a teamster and transfer: man,’ had 
shipped goods to Zweig Bros. in Cam- 
eron. McKenna went to Cameron; and 
on his information a‘store conducted 
by Louis and Henry Zweig and an- 
other brother, was raided.

DO not know from personal observation that white deer exist, but I see mo good reason 
why their existence should be doubted.

The “Lost Identity Man” explained 

that it hag been his custom, when 
painting a Biblical subject, to read 
the story and then write it-out in 
verse. This, he said, served to give 
him the inspiration for his later 
work with the brush. 

The story of this ward of Sheriff 
Gentry is the strangest that ever 
came under observation of the Hend- 
ricks County authorities... The “Lion 
Painter” was picked up August 6@ 
last by Benjamin Anderson, trustee 
of Guildford Township, after the man 
had wandered about the town of 
Plainfield and vicinity for several 
days. His manner was strange and 
it is said that on one occasion he 
tried to commit suicide by throwing 
himself in White Lick River. 

The attention of the trustee was 
called to him and the man was taken 
in charge. He was a perfect strang- 
er in the community and/could not 
give any information concerning 
himself. The trustee took the man 
to Danville, where he was placed in 
the county jail. It was supposed 
that in day or two, even if the 
man could not &t the end of that 
time tell something about himself, 
inquiries would be made cohcerning 
him and he would be returned: to 
his people. 

But such did not prove to be the 
case. There were no inquiries and 
the man steadfastly persisted that 
he could not remember who he was. 
Week after week passed with no fur-

Dr. Amos Carter, Dr. Ernest 
Cooper and Dr. Charles A. White of 
Danville, visited him at the jail to 
determine, if possible, his probable 
mental condition. They gpent sev- 
eral hours’ in questioning him and 
tried to refresh his lost memory. 

But it is-all to no purpose. He 
talked rationally enough on many 
subjects and read some of his poems, 
He assured the doctors that he was 
not insane; that it was true he could 
not remember his name of the city 
where his home was, but he told 
them in a general way what his life 
had been and that it had, he thought, 
been devoted te art. 


He explained that he realized 
that there was something wrong 
mentally, but that he could net fol- 
low hig existence up to the point 
where he had lost control of himself. 
He said that with nearly everything 
it seemed to him that he was. just 
like a child and was learning every- 
thing over again. He also told them 
of. his hope to regain his normal 
mental state by continuing his art 
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and literary studies. He had not 
had special facilities for doing so, 
he said, and the promise was made 
that such materials as he might re- 
quire would be furnished him. 

After the doctors had concluded 
their examination they were unanl- 
mous in saying that it was oné of 
the strangest cases they had known 
in their practice of medicine. They 
pronounced his trouble a ‘form of 
aphasia, but were not azreed ag to 
the probability of the man’s ultimate 
recovery.

“You're under arrest,” said the Sheriff, seiz- 
ing. McPherson and disarming him. 

The prisoner made no resistance, and freely ad- 
mittéd that he was the man who rode away from 
Cartier with Rolla Wright. But he protested 
truly, as it afterwards proved, that he did not 
kill the youth.

in unmasking Richard Pigott, forger of a series of 
letters published by the London Times and pur- 
porting to be signed with Parnell’s name. They 
were so worded as to indicate that Parnell, then 
at the height of his fame, had been, at the very 
least, guilty of palliating the assassination of the 
Lord Lieutenant and the Under-Secretary Ire- 
land, in Phoenix Park, Dublia, in 1882. A par 
liamentary inquiry was ordered, and Pigott, on 
the stand, related with the utmost effrontery and 
coolness that he had purchased the letters from 
a member of the Claa-te-Geet, _ Irish revolu- 
tionary society. 

Like Sheriff Foster, Sir Charies Russell asked 
the witness several innocent-seeming questions 
about his youth, his family and education. Sud- 
denly the inquisitor thrust before Pigott a piece 
of paper and a pencil and asked him to write the 
word “hesitancy.” The abruptness of the request 
surprised the witness into obeying. What he 
wrote was “hesitency.” Russell then pointed out 
dramatically that this peculiar misspelling of the 
word appeared several times in the so-called Par-.

Fate’s irony was that many other checks, with 
Rice’s signature forged to them, had passed 
through New York and Texas banks without ques- 
tion.

Long-Range Predictions “Unscientific.”

HE popular method of forecasting weather by means of ‘‘signs’’ has two fal. 
lacies. First, the evidence upon which the predictions are based has nothing 
to do with the weather. Second, long-range wéather predictions are un- 
scientific. The period for which weather changes and conditions can be accurately _ 
forecast varies from two to three days only, depending necessarily upon the Kien 
son of the year and existing atmospheric conditions. ’ aa

In this basin a great quantity of worms 
is deposited; and, in order to prevent their es- 
cape, they are paitly mutilated,:but not so much 
as to kill them. On these worms the moles feed 
in the winter months. When these basins are 
many the following winter will be severe.”

When the sheep’s wool is 
thicker than its wont, and when the goose’s down 
is heavier, these are thought to be unerring indi- 
cations of an especially bitter winter. A double 
husk on corn, or corn hard to husk, signify a 
severe winter. Says Longfellow in “Evangeline:” 
“The Indians asserted 
Cold would the winter be, for thick was the fur 
of the foxes.” 

“If the feathers of water-fowl be thicker pe 
stronger than usual, expect a cold winter,” says 
one rustic maxim. Negroes in the South believe 
that if the skin on the belly of a catfish is un- 
usually thick, it indicates a cold winter; if not, 
a mild winter will follow. 

Tortoises are said to creep deep into the 
ground, so as to conceal themselves completely 
from view, when a severe winter is to follow. If, 
in the beginning of July, ants are enlarging and 
building up their piles, their industry is believed 
to foretel] a bitter winter six months ahead. To 
quote Longfellow’s “Evangeline” again on the 
subject of foresight of seasons in the lower crea-

Predictions for the coming winter in the South- 
west based on weather folklore are already plenti- 
ful, and all signify a severe season. An old in- 
habitant, who pins his faith on the chestnut burr 
and hickory shuck, says this winter will be se- 
vere, as both burr and shuck are unusually thick 
this fall. . 

Indian forecasters in Oklahoma, from a deep 
examination of corn huss and the bark of trees, 
conelude that we shall have an especially cold 
winter. 

Rural weather prophets near Columbus, Ind., 
have issued a prediction that the coming winter 
will be unusually bitter. They say that the moss 
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and the iur of the muskrat, they assert, is thicker 
than it has been for 10 years. All of these are 
considered “signs” of cold weather and lots of it. 

Southward flights of geese, observed a month 
ago in Chicago, were regarded as a forecast of 
hard and premature winter. Thousands of gulls 
appeared three weeks ahead of schedule this fall 
in Central Park, New York, and the park em- 
ployes were certain that their advent prognosti- 
cated an early and severe winter. 

In reply to all these popular beliefs, which are 
of widespread acceptance, a recent publication of 
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the United States Department of Agriculture re- 
marks: ‘ 

“There is a mistaken belief that some animals 
possess a faculty that permits them to anticipate 
the character of the weather for the coming séa- 
son. The faculty of animals to interpret the 
signs of coming weather changes is limited to an- 
instinctive appreciation of present / atmospheric

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STUTTERING CURED BY ENFORCING SILENCE 


who know others who are afflicted in 

this way, will feel interested in the new 
“silence” cure which Prof, N. J. Poock van Bag- 
gen describes in the current issue of the Medical 
Record. As the words stuttering and stammer- 
ing are often confused, it may be as well at the 
very beginning to explain the difference between 
them. A -stutterer pronounces all consonants 
and combinations of consonants correctly; he can 
speak normally wien his speech is not interrupt- 
ed by inco-ordinate movements of the breathing, 
vocal and articulating muscles. The stammerer 
cannot pronounce certain consonents, such as P, 
b, n, f, v or w, also combinations of consonants, 
while the continuity of his speech is not broken. 
So much for the distinction. Prof. Van Bag- 
gen declares that many believe that stuttering is 
simply a bad habit, a negligence in speech, and 
he has heard of children being severely punished 
by their parents for stuttering. His opiniod 
is that stuttering is a disease, otherwise spas 
modic contraction of the articulating, vocal or 
breathing muscles, which prevents the lips from 
being used freely and cause a cramp at the point 
or at the back of the tongue. Usually the stut- 
erer has the greatest difficulty in beginning to 
speak. The initial letter of the initial word of 
the phrase is most subject. to the cramp.

speaks fluently and pronounces all the conso 
nants and vowels, even those which he imagines 
he cannot form correctly and without embar- 
rassment.

“It is evident,” declares Prof. Van Baggen, 
in explaining the new silence cure, “that the first 
thing to do when treating a stutterer is to give 
him a rest. So the stutterer is forbidden to 
speak. Some do not stutter when they speak in 
a whisper. These are allowed to whisper, but 
not more than is strictly necessary. At the same 
time exercises are given for the breathing, vocal 
and articulating muscles. These exercises not 
only aim at the development of the muscles, 
but also tend to favorably influence the nerve 
fibers associated to the muscle. Therefore the 
exercise must be carefully chosen in such a man- 
her as to produce a quiet, regular movement of 
the mugeles by means of which all stuttering 
is excluded, 

After some days the patient is allowed to 
speak, in the beginning only in the presence of 
the teacher and only for a few moments. At a 
later period when the patient does not atutter 
the dis-ourses are prolonged. These early con-

Instead of being “sewed up” by hand on operat- 

ing tables, future sufferers from appendicitis, for 

instance, may fight out their troubles on a sur- 
gical “sewing machine.’”” . 

For a number of years Dr. Andrews tried to 
perfect a sewing machine for wounds constructed 
with platen, fixed needle and bobbin or shuttle. 
Yet, in spite of the fact that severa) smal] hand 
and toy machines are made smal) enough to 
handle easily, none of them seemed capable of 
being brought into cavities or depths of wounds 
or could be easily sterilized. The machines in 
question place only what are called mattress 
stitches, no matter whether one or two threads 
are used, and they coula not be easily adapted 
to overhand glover or interrupted stitching. Af.- 
ter much study of the problem and discussion 
with the manufaeturers\ of various machines, 
Dr. Andrews became satisfied that there could 
never be designed a shuttle machine that would 
be anything but clumsy, heavy and inefficient, 
and therefore @ngerous about a wound. 

It is different with forceps, with which sur- 
geons are familiar and know that they can place 
them in all sorts of deep and superficia] loca- 
tions even. more readily than the hands or 
fingers. Dr, Andrews, therefore, set about to 
design forceps which would automatically insert 
stitches carrying threads by merely opening and 
closing their blades, thereby combining some of 
the speed and accuracy of the machine-sewing 
and the nicety and safeness of hand-sewing. The 
result of his experiments is a set of forceps 
which wil] actually sew the skin and deep layers 
more smoothly and rapidly than by band. | 

The object of these instruments is to gain 
speed, and, incidentally, regularity of spacing 
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and of tension in the approximated edges. The 


latter consiavration is one that might be con- 
sidered a drawback, fof no machine ¢an have 
the delicacy and tactile sense of the human hand, 
but the speed gained in the creat majority of 
operations, more than offsets thig disadvantage. 
It is simply a question of how ‘much time can 
be sacrificed for careful suturing by the fingers. 

A comparison of work in different clinics 
shows that some surgeons suture wounds rap- 
idly. But the most of them require a Jarge per- 
centage of the total time of the entire operation 
for fina] closure, and nearly all take longer for 
this step than they themselves realize af would 
believe unless they have been timed by the watch. 

In the series of observations made on the work 


of numerous surgeons, the time of an operation. 


was found to be so unevenly divided between the 
internal operative work and the elaborate wound 
closure that thé former was actually much briefer 
than the latter. Thus, the neat and rapid in- 
terior work was robbed of its chief value to the 
patient by prolonging the total operation and 
anesthesia.
